BANK STOCKHOLDERS 
ASSESSMENTS UPHELD 


Court of Appeals Holds That 
State Can Collect Up to 100 
Per Cent of Stock.

upheld by the court of appeals 
Wednesday in its policy of assessing 
stockholders of defunct banks as much 
as 100 per cent of the value of their 
stock if necessary to protect the in- 
terest of creditors. 


In 1922 the department took over 


{ the Bank of Yegister, and assessed ; 


‘stockholders 100 per cent. Several 
declined to pay. Payment was coin- 
pelled Wednesday by the court of ap- 
peals, affirming a decision ot the Bul- 
loch county superior court in the case 
of Navil against Mobley, superintend- 
ent of banks. 

Another. case ruled that a bank in 
which money hag been il.posited has 
a prior claim against the money as 
against garnishment or oh © pro- 


ceedings. The case involved the Ma- 
eon National bank, and was appealed 


from the Bibb Superior court, whose 
judgment the higher court reversed. 

An opinion in the case of Dewitt 
Gaillard, convicted in the Dodge su- 
perior court of voluntary manslaugh- 
ter and sentenced to 10 to 15 years 
imprisonment, held that a juror can- 
not impeach his own verdict. | 

It was contended that one juror 
said after the trial that ‘he voted for 
conviction because “something had to 
be done to stop so many killings,” 
and that the foreman told the jurors 
he was convinced Gaillard was guilty 
because of reports he had had prior 
to the trial.

REGISTER, OR KEEP SILENT. 

Democratic self-government, based 
on manhood and womanhoo® suf- 
frage, becomes a delusion, and some- 
times a farce, when the citizens who 
ought to be active in voting upon 
measures and candidates refuse to 
do so. 

Registration of voters is common- 
ly provided in order that only those 
who are constitutionally qualified 
to vote may have the right and 
power to constitute the government 
over them. That provision has been 
made in Atlanta and the opportuni- 


ties are now open for every eligible - 


voter to get on the voting register 
and have the right to say on June 
18 who shall administer the public 
affairs of this great city; but those 
opportunities will close at noon 
on Monday next. 

When it is realized that the prop- 
erty of the people of Atlanta alone 
is easily worth near to a billion dol- 
lars; that taxes are levied upon it 
to the extent of millions of dollars 
annually; that the growth of the city 
in population and business is con- 
Stantly demanding the expenditure 
of more money every year; the im- 
portance of putting capable and 
trustable men in charge of those in- 
terests cannot be exaggerated. 

Every man and woman in the city 
who can lawfully register and vote 
this year should do so before the 
registration books close. Otherwise 
they will be estopped from com- 
plaining about any further bad and 
dishonorable government that may 
be put upon them by the election 
of the year.

In fact, under the constitution 
the general assembly can make of 
anything a “‘public institution” and 
thereby have constitutional warrant 
to levy taxes and appropriate the 
proceeds for its support. Attach 
any school to the university and 
it can be so supported. 


AGITATING TAX REFORM. 

The newspapers of the state are 
Showing an acute interest in the 
problems of state taxation. They 
are quite generally agreed that the 
present system is a chaotic one, in- 
equitable in many features, and 
especially is unjust and burdensome 
to the owners of real estate. 

The Thomasville Times-Enter-

VITAMIN A FOR TONSILS AND

In surveying the several schools of

That’s substantially the comment 
of Owen D. Young, of the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, after the de- 
partment of justice had filed suit 
against his corporation, the *Westing- 
house Electric, and General Electric. 
and seven other- affiliates, to deter- 
mine whether these corporations were 
violating the Sherman anti-trust laws 
in pooling their patents and operations 
in the field of radio equipment manu- 
facture. 

The Young contention is that the 
Radio Corporation was _ established 
primarily as a holding, company to 
group together enough patents owned 
by various corporations into one con- 
cern and to permit the radio industry 
to manufacture receiving sets and 
sending messages without infringe- 
ment, - 

_So_ organized, the Radio Corpora- 
tion licensed different companies—14 
for the manufacture of radio tubes 
and 54 for radio sets—and the in- 
dustry took on new life and vigor. 

Whether there has been a techni- 
cal violation of the federal law will 
be determined soon. The Radio Cor- 
poration is in a powerful position at 
the moment—the dominating position 
im the industry. 

But there are others—like the De 
Forest Radio Corporation—which 
owns many basic radio patents. The 
patent situation in the industry is 
still as long ways from being cleaned 


p. 

Monopoly charges have been made 
against the Radio Corporation re- 
peatedly in the last few years. This 
present government action is healthy, 
and should help clear the whole at- 
mosphere. Unless perhaps by open- 
ing it up, it brings in its wake a 
series of basic patent suits which will 
put the industry in an unsettled po- 
sition for years. 


With Watson Washburn, assist- 
ant United States attorney-general, 
delving into the spectacular decline 
in two New York stocks last week, 
comes the report that the individual, 
who asked for a receivership against 
the Celotex Company, was not a stock 
holder of record and only had the 
stock two days before filing the suit. 
_ The stock exchange, too, has started 
its own investigation. It expects to 
have a report shortly on all recent 
operations in this stock—on both the 
“bear” and the “bull” sides. 

How can such a problem be met? 
The Celotex stock sold at $43 5-8 a 
share on May 7. Suit for receiver- 
ship was filed May 8, at Wilmington, 
Del., and the stock dropped from 
$42 7-S to $20 in two hours, recov- 
ering 8 points later, closing at $28, 

B. D. Dahlberg, the president of 
Celotex, when asked about the situa- 
tion, said to this writer: 

“The game played on us was a 
sharp game and should be made as 
unlawful as the beer racket or any 
of the other Chicago rackets. If peo- 
ple are allowed to conduct business 
on or through the exchange in this 
manner, no company and no securi- 
ties will be safe from attack.” 

Why not have federal incorporation 
of all corporations doing an ‘interstate 
business, with a provision that no one 
who has not been a stockholder of rec- 
ord for at least 60 days can file a 
suit for receivership? ‘This, at least, 
would minimize the danger. 

If federal incorporation is not prob- 
able, why can’t such a provision be 
incorporated into the laws of New 
York and other states? 

The large pile of gold which has

PRESIDENT HOOVER 
ASKS FOR INCREASE. 

BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—President Hoover today sent 
to the lower house a report from the 
bureau of the budget recommending 
an increase from $2,100,000 to $2,- 
875,000 in funds for the riew federal 
building authorized for Atlanta. The 
increase was recommended in keeping 
with the promise made by federal 
building officials recently at the time 
the site for the Atlanta structure.was. 
announced. 

In its report the budget bureau 
stated that the additional $775,00 
asked for was desired for the purpose 
of acquiring,the site embraced in the 
“northerly portion of the block bound- 
ed by Spring, Hunter, South Forsyth 
and Mitchell streets,’ or the same 
property as that already selected but 
for which negotiations were under- 
stood to be still in progress. 

Asked later if the report meant that 
the negotiations had been closed and 
a definite agreement reached with the 
owners for the sale of the property, 
Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
John W. Philp, one of the members of 
the federal building commission, said 
it might be so eonstrued. He ex- 
plained, however, that the actual nego- 
tiations had been left to Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Ferry 
Heath, who is out of town, and that 
he was unable to say positively for 
the moment.

NEW YORK, May 14.—(/)—Di- 
rectors of Cities Service Company to- 
day authorized the issuance of rights 
to buy a $120,000,000 issue of 5 per 
cent 20-year convertible debenture 
bonds at par in the ratio of $4 prin- 
cipal amount of bonds for each share 
of common stock held on May 29. 

Proceeds of the flotation will be 
used for construction, additional in- 
vestments and plant extensions dur- 
ing the year.

The new debentures will be con-

STANDARD OIL REPORTS 
EARNINGS FOR 1923 


NEW YORK, May 14.—(#)—The 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
in its annual report for 1929 pub- 
lished today shows net profit of $120,- 


912,794, equal to $4.75 per share of,» | 


capital stock outstanding at the end 
of year, as increased from $108,485.,- 
6S6, or $4.45 per share in 1928, 
The net profit was equal to 101-5 
of the net assets of $1,- 
184,697,419. Total assets were car- 
ried at $1,.767,577.555, an increase of 
approximately $200,000,000 over the 
total as carried at the end of the 
previous year. Cash and marketable 
securities totaled nearly $242,000,000, 
as reduced from approximately $264.- 
000,000 at the end of 1928, 


In his summary of conditions in 
the industry, W. C. Teagle, presi- 
dent, said: “After three years of 
effort to relieve itself of the incubus 
of overproduction, the industry found 
itself at the close of 1929 with record 
stocks in storage. Operators in a 
number of producing areas have 
adopted a wise course in their vol- 
untary cultailment of output and a 
situation that might have had disas- 
trous consequences was kept measur- 
ably in hand. The industry has not 
made progress to the extent of bring- 
ing about an actual reduction of 
stocks but in its spasmodic attempts 
to attain that goal, it has at least 
prevented more excessive overproduc- 
tion than actually occurred. 

“An event of this year whieh 
marked a new phase and which alf- 
forded a basis for optimism was the 
report of the committee on petroleum 
economics, issued under the authority 
of the federal oil conservation board. 
For the first time a program that may 
lead to a solution of the overproduc- 
tion problem has been crystallized in 
definite form by a government ap- 
pointed body. On account of its 
painstaking care, evidenced in its 
preparation, and the logic of its de- 
ductions, the report deserves the seri- 
ous consideration of the entire indus- 
try. Whether or not the program 
suggested becomes effective, the fact 
remains that the industry has now 
before it a workable schedule, under 
which production may be brought in 
balance with the market demand.” 


The gross crude production of the 
company and its affiliated and sub- 
sidiary companies was. 
barrels, an increase of approximately 
15,000,000 over 1928. and crude runs 
by refineries was 196,797,000, also 
an increase of about 15,000,000. There 
were practically no increases in crude 
stocks or stocks at refineries at the 
end of the year, as compared to the 
end of last year. 

Regarding the company’s new hy- 
drogenation process, owned jointly 
with the Lerman ‘dye trust, Mr. Teagle 
said the technique is adaptable to 
supplementing as well as replacing to 
a considerable extent the present re- 
fining methods. He said its develop- 
ment would be slower than was that 
of the cracking process, but he pre- 
dicted that it would eventually place 
the industry on a plane of stability 
comparable to that of other basic in- 
dustries.

The restrictions proposed by the bill, 
he added, would not result in shut- 
ting out more than 1,000 Mexicans, 
since under present regulations only 
about 3,000 of the Mexicans who en- 
ter the. country annually may be 
classed as “new immigrants.” 

The number of Mexican aliens com- 
ing across the border each year is be- 
ing progressively reduced as the re- 
sult of a tightening up of the labor 
department’s regulations governing 
the issuance of immigration visas, he 
said. ;
